EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 , line 9, after "the header" insert - - , wherein each of the plurality of the 
shield blades has a second end thereof extending beyond the external surface of the 
header body, the second end configured for engagement with a printed circuit board - -. 

Claim 10, canceled. 

Claim 17-51 , canceled. 

4. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration (per appellant remarks/arguments), Ramey (6,146,202) does not teach or 
suggest each of the plurality of shield blades having at a first end thereof a general right 
angle shield portion and wherein the first ends of the plurality of shield blades are 
substantially coplanar with the internal surface of the header (claiml; App. Br. 5-6). 
Also, the newly found prior art, Ortega et al. (6,527,587), shows applicant's claimed 
structure of each of the plurality shield blades having at a first end thereof a general 
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right angle shield portion and wherein the first ends of the plurality of shield blades are 

substantially coplanar with the internal surface of the header. However, Ortega does 

not teach or suggest an electrical header connector comprising each of the plurality of 

the shield blades having a second end thereof extending beyond the external surface of 

the header body, the second end configured for engagement with a printed circuit 

board, in combination with the other limitations of the claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
